B. Dearness Allorcance 


The basic wages mentioned above are equated to 91 points of the consumer 
price index numbers of Ernakulam Centre (New Series). In addition to 
basic wages the employees shall be cligible to get variable D. A. for every 
day of work, linked to the latest available consumer price index numbers 
(New Series) published for Ernakulam Centre by the Bureau of Economics 
and Statistics, Government of Kerala at the rate of 3.5 paise for every full 
points above 91 points. In the case ofmonthly rated workers the rates shall 
be 91 paise per month for every full points in excess of 91 points. 


C. Minimum Wages for Adolescents 

Adolescents shall be paid 75 % of the basic wages and D. A. fixed for an 
adult worker. 


D. General 


In the case theworkers in any area were actually in receipt of higher wages 
than these Minimum Wages, they shall continue to get such higher wages.
